Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1947, 

The  sustained  effort  of  the  Council  in  preparing  and 
carrying  out  a maximum  building  programme  is  now  producing 
substantial  results.  The  first  i3ost~war  permanent  houses  were 
completed  during  the  year  and  at  December  31st,  a total  of  295 
new  dv^ellings  (276  temporary  and  19  permanent)  had  been  erected 
and  occupied  since  the  end  of  the  war.  This  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  pre-war  total  of  309  Council  houses. 

Schemes  in  progress  covered  another  129  houses  v/hich  should  bo 
completed  during  1948  and  provision  for  future  building,  by  site 
purchase  and  planning,  was  vjgII  advanced.  Emergency  housing 

has  provided  accommodation  for  209  families  in  requisitioned 
property.  Thus  despite  difficulties  of  shortage  of  labour  and 
materials,  very  good  lorogress  has  been  made  towards  the  relief 
of  the  deficiency  in  houses  and  the  results  are  creditable  to  the 
foresight  and  energy  of  successive  Housing  Committees  of  the 
Council, 


The  general  health  and  nutrition  of  the  community  were 
maintained.  The  birth  rate  was  higher.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  remained  low.  There  vjas  no  maternal  death.  The  death  rate 
was  stationary. 

The  general  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  vjas  lovj, 
but  the  district  vms  involved  in  the  vjidesijread  epidemic  of 
Poliomyelitis,  There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria, 

The  sanitary  vjork  of  the  district  was  efficiently  carried 
out  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr .U,Vir,Gale)  , 
vjho  has  at  all  times  given  the  most  devoted  and  conscientious  service 
in  all  matters  related  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  district, 
and,  notably,  in  the  matter  of  housing  and  in  the  administration  of 
the  Ambulance  service. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  maintained  a high  standard 
of  chemical  and  bacteriological  purity.  Effective  control  by 
chlorination  and  daily  sampling  was  continued. 

Under  the  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  financial  and 
administrative  responsibility  for  the  Anbulance  Service  and  for 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  passes  to  the  Surrey  County  Council 
as  from  5th  July  1948,  The  continued  efficiency  of  these  services 
has  been  provided  for  in  the  proposals  of  the  County  Council.  The 
need  for  a permanent  ambulance  station  situated  within  the  Urban 
District  has  been  established  by  experience, 

I thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  advice  and 
assistance  during  the  year  and  I am  indebted  to  the  officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  close  co-operation,

There  Twero  nine  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year.  Of  these, 
three  were  due  to  prematurity,  two  to  congenital  defect,  t¥Jo  to 
accidental  asphyxia,  one  to  pneumonia  and  one  to  polio-encephalitis. 
This  compares  with  twelve  deaths  in  1945  and  six  deaths  in  1946, 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  in  1947  was  18,07  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  41,00  per  1,000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Vfater  Su^-'Ply. 


Tho  area  is  supplied  with  water  for  domestic  purposes  from 
the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  and  of  the 
East  Surrey  Water  Company.  Thtj  water  is  softened  to  9 degrees 
or  less  of  hardness.  Both  Companies  submit  sarnijles  of  water  for 
examination  by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at  monthly  intervals. 

The  Sutton  District  Water  Company  have  their  own  laboratory 
at  the  Sutton  works,  where  samples  of  v/ater  from  all  their  wells 
are  examined  daily  by  their  chomist  and  bacteriologist.  Routine 
samples  are  taken  by  tho  District  Councils  in  the  area  of  supply 
at  monthly  intervals.  Chlorination  is  applied  to  all  sources  of 
supply.  The  supply  has  boon  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity 
during  the  year.  The  following  are  average  analyses  from  the

In  the  Urban  District  there  are  seven  housos  without  piped 
water  supply.  In  each  of  these  cases,  wator  for  domestic  purposes 
ia  obtained  by  the  occupiers  from  the  nearest  available  piped 
supply.  During  the  year  one  house  which  previously  had  obtaine 

0 supply  of  water  from  a deep  well  on  the  site,  the  water  of  which 
was  contaminated j was  ;L.rovided  with  a piped  supply  of  viator  from 
the  nearest  Company  main,  a distance  of  270  yards.  This 

followed  upon  negotiation  vjith  the  owner,  which  resulted  in  the 
Council  contributing  £55  towards  tho  cost  of  the  vjork  (£190).

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

The  Parishes  of  Banstead,  ¥alton-on-the-Hill  and  l/oodmansterne 
are  provided  with  sewers.  There  are  no  sevjago  disposal  works 

within  the  Urban  District.  Some  of  the  sewers  discharge  by  grav- 
itation to  the  Croydon  Borough  Disposal  Works  via  the  Sewers  oi 
Coulsdon  and  Purley  U.D.C.  and  the  remainder,  by  means  of  two 
Pumping  Stations  in  the  District,  discharge  to  the  Sutton  and 
Choara  Borough  Disposal  works. 


A scheme  fcr  main  drainage  of  the  Parishes  of  Chipstead  and 
Kingswood  was  prepared  pre-war  and  tenders  obtained  in  1939, 

The  work  was  postponed  after  the  commencement  of  the  war,  and  the 
approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the  Scheme  proceeding  has 
not  been  forthcoming  since  the  end  of  the  war. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  cesspools  existing  in  the 
district,  it  is  of  the  utmost  irnp/crtanco  that  the  carrying  out 
of  this  new  drainage  scheme  should  not  be  delayed  longer  than 
is  absolutely  necessary. 


Approximately  there  are  12b0  cesspools  in  the  Urban 
District  of  which  IQVO  are  in  the  Parishes  of  Chipstead  and 
Kingswood, 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  within  the  District. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

7/ater  Closets  are  the  general  rule  but  there  are  a number  of 
pail  and  tub  closets  still  in  use. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING, 

Cesspools , 

The  emptying  of  cessp-ocls  by  the  C-:uncils  continued  as 
previously.  The  cesspool  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  public 
sewers  at  two  specially  constructed  discharging  points,  one  being 
situate  off  Waterhouse  Lane,  Burgh  H*.^ath,  and  the  other  off  Hovje 
Lane,  Chipstead. 

Ovjing  tc’  increase  in  the  number  of  cesspools  requiring 
emptying,  there  is  difficulty,  particularly  during  wet  weather, 
in  satisfactorily  maintaining  the  emptying  service. 

Closets . 


The  emptying  of  pail  and  tub  closets  by  the  Council  has 
continued  - 60  in  the  Parish  of  Kingswood,  SI  in  the  Parish  of 
Banstead,  61  in  the  Parish  of  Chipstead,  and  3 in  the  Parish  of 
YiFoodmansterne , 

This  emptying  service  was  extended  to  houses  in  the  parish  of 
Chipstead  in  October  1947. 

House  Refuse  - Gollectl on _ and  Disposal. 

There  is  no  alteration  to  record  in  the  operation  of  this 
service.  The  normal  collection  is  once  per  fortnight  and  the 
refuse  disposal  is  at  the  Pci  ate  Corporation  Refuse  D-structor 
Works .

Shops  Act,  1954, 

The  County  Council  are  the  local  authority  under  the  Shops 
Acts,  the  Urban  District  Council  being  concerned  only  in  respect 
of  administration  of  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating 
to  ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary  conveniences 


Swim.ming  Pools  . 

There  are  tiivo  privately  ovmed  open  air  swimming  pools 
available  to  the  public  during  the  Summer  months.  The  water  of 
both  pools  is  raochanically  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

The  samples  of  the  water  taken  during  1947  and  submitted 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  gave  satisfactory 
results , 


Eradication  of  Bod  Bugs . 


One  house  was  found  to  be  infested  and  was  dealt  with  during 
the  year.  The  method  of  disinfestation  successfully  employed  was 
spraying  with  liquid  insecticide. 

Cleansing  of  Persons, 

The  Cleansing  Station  of  the  Sutton  and  Cheara  Borough  Council 
is  used.  Arrangements  have  been  agreed  by  the  Council  for  the 
provision  of  a Cleansing  Station  in  the  District  to  bo  situate  at 
new  offices  to  be  erected, 

30  cases  of  Scabies  were  reported  during  the  year,  treatment 
being  given  at:- 

Cleansing  Station  - 7 adults  12  children 

Home  - 4 adults  7 children. 

The  number  of  treatments  totalled  90.  Treatment  consisted  of 
bathing  and  application  of  Benzyl  Benzoate  Emulsion,  No  charge  is 
made  for  this  service. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Head  Lice  received  treatment  at  the  Cleansing 
Station,  there  being  a total  of  28  treatments. 

The  hair  is  washed,  shampooed  and  thoroughly  combed,  followed 
by  application  of  Lethane  Oil.

Moveable  Divellings  - Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1951. 

There  are  three  prohibited  areas  of  approximately  half  mile 
radius  each,  situate  in  the  Nork  and  Te.dworth  areas.  ■.  This 
prohibition  gives  effective  control  to  gypsy  encampments  within 
these  areas. 

Proceedings  were  taken  by  the  police  against  one  gypsy  for 
encamping  on  land  in  a prohibited  area  and  resulted  in  a fine  of  £1.

Infestations  were  mostly  of  a minor  character,  though  during 
the  year  tvjo  infestations  of  a major  typo  were  found  and  dealt 
with.

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HOUSING. 


The  provision  of  new  housing  accommodation  continued  to 
receive  the  urgent  attention  that  circumstances  demand.  During 
the  year  1947,  nineteen  permanent  houses,  the  first  in  the  post- 
war period,  were  completed  hy  the  Council,

The  temporary  bungalows  have  proved  to  be  a very  valuable 
contribution  tev^ards  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions  in 
the  district. 

As  to  the  future,  the  p-ermanent  house  programme  is  now 
beginning  to  get  under  way,  and  the  prospects  for  1948  are  good, 
provided  that  shortages  and  other  factors  outside  the  control 
of  the  Council,  will  not  cause  delay  in  the  completion  of  houses 
which  have  been  or  are  about  to  be  commenced.  The  houses  for 
aged  persons  will  be  a considerable  asset  to  the  district. 

There  are  still  many  young  families  who  await  vi/ith  commendable 
patience  the  tenancy  of  the  first  homo  of  their  own.  There  are 
also  the  occupiers  of  unsatisfactory  houses  in  a state  of  disrepair, 
or  lacking  modem  facilities,  awaiting  attention.  The  occupancy 
of  huts,  particularly  by  families  with  babies  and  young  children, 
should  not  bo  prolonged  unduly* 


The  points  award  scheme  used  originally  in  connection  vjith 
the  allocation  of  temporary  bungalows,  was  amended  during  the  year 
and  the  new  scheme  was  adopted  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  the 
allocation  of  permanent  houses.  The  allocation  of  houses  is  a 
very  important  and  delicate  function  and  much  time  and  thought  has 
been  given  to  the  matter  by  the  Cemmitteo  responsible. 
Investigations  of  housing  applications  are  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  in  co-oporation  with  the  Housing  Manager , 


It  has  net  been  possible  to  resume  routine  house  to  house 
inspection  work  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts,  _ The 
shortage  of  labour  and  materials  has  limited  repairs  and  main- 
tenance to  strictly  essential  sanitary  requirements  and  all  _ 
complaints  have  been  investigated  and  dealt  with  on  this  basis. 


During  the  year  action  vjas  taken  by  the  Council  under 
Sections  11  and  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  in  resp^ect  of  t¥/o 
unfit  dviellings,  and  resulted  in:- 

(a)  the  acceptance  of  an  undertaking  given  by  the 
owner  that  a dwelling  forming  part  of  a block  of  six 
houses  at  Burgh  Heath,  would  not  he  used  for  human 
habitation  purposes  until  it  had  been  rendered  fio  lor 
such  purpose. 

(b)  the  making  of  a closing  order  in  respect  of  part 
of  a dwelling  house  in  a block  of  3 houses  a’t 
on-the-Hill.  The  sub-tenant  occupying  this  part  ot  me 
dwelling  was  re-housed  by  the  Council. 
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A dwelling  at  Tadworth  which  was  the  subject  of  an  under- 
taking under  Section  11,  was  demolished  by  the  owner  during  1947'. 


Notices  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts  requiring  information  of  ownership  were  served  in 
respect  the  obtaining  of  repairs  to  four  dwelling  houses.

MILK  SUPPLY. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Attention  v»?as  given  to  the  supervision  of  the  milk  supply 
of  the  district,  which  generally  was  reasonably  satisfactory. 
Improvements  are  desirable  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  modem 
equipment  at  some  dairies,  particularly  for  bottle  Y^ashing. 

Improvement  was  obtained  at  one  local  dairy,  whore  the 
bottle  washing  was  unsatisfactory,  and  the  cause  of  poor  sampling 
results.  The  dairyman  made  arrangements  to  obtain  a supiAy  of 
heat-treated  milk  in  bottles  from  a dairy  situate  outside  the  Urban 
District,  with  the  resulting  discontinuance  of  bottle  washing  and 
filling  on  his  own  premises. 

Souring  of  all  types  of  milk  after  delivery  was  generally 
prevalent  during  the  prolonged  hot  Summer  weather  of  1947,

The  reference  to  "standard”  in  the  summary  relates  to  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test  and/or  Coliform  and/or  Phosphatase  Test,  accord- 
ing to  the  standard  applicable  to  the  particular  type  of  milk. 

A difficulty  of  sampling  during  the  course  of  delivery  is 
the  uncertainty  that  is  present  in  some  cases,  as  to  ¥tJhother  the 
milk  has  been  heat-treated.  This  applies  in  respect  of  the  dairy- 
men whose  supply  is  chiefly  raw  milk  from  local  farms  and  partly 
"accommodation"  milk  which  has  been  heat-treated,  the  latter  not 
being  sold  as  such. 

Nine  samples  of  raw  milk  were  microscopically  examined  for 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  all  with  negative  results,

Tho  general  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  outside  tho  numcroi 
institutions  in  the  district,  remained  low.  Tho  principal  difficuH 
in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  is  in  relation  to  school  infect- 
ions, This  is  complicated  at  present  by  inadequacy  of  accommodatioi 
and  crowding  of  classes.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  been 
successful,  but  measles,  whooping  cough,  chicken  pox,  mumps,  and 
streptococcal  throat  infections  talie  heavy  toll  of  timo  that  should  be 
devoted  to  education.  Certain  institutions  dealing  with  children 
should  be  better  equipped  with  isolation  facilities  for  primary  cases 
of  infection. 

Three  hundred  and  twonty-fivo  cases  of  infectious  diseases  wore 
notified  during  1947.  This  is  a reduction  of  seventy-three  casos 
as  compared  with  1946,  Eighty-one  cases  vjero  from  institutions. 
Eight  cases  of  Poliom.yelitis  were  notified.  There  was  no  case  of 
Diphtheria,  The  incidence  of  Measles  and  of  Whooping  Cou^h  vms 
lower. 

Scarlet  Fever;  Twenty-six  cases  vjore  notified,  a decline  of  nine, 
cases.  Two  of  the  cases  were  from  institutions,  Tho  case  rate  was 
0.84  per  1000  of  population,  compared  with  1.37  per  1000  of  population 
for  England  and  W'^les.  The  disease  was  generally  mild.  There 

was  no  death. 

Diphtheria ; No  case  v;as  notified,  a result  attributable  to 
immunisation. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin:  Diphtheria  has  not  boon  eliminated.  Carriers 

still  exist.  Any  child  vjith  a sore  throat  must  bo  carefully  observed 
Medical  advice  must  bo  sought  early.  Early  diagnosis  and  early 
treatment  remain  principal  safeguards  a^^ainst  mortality.  Diphtheria 
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antitoxin  should  he  administered  by  medical  practitioners  on  suspicion 
of  infection  and  while  awaiting  bacteriological  confirmation  of  diagnosis 
Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  free  of  cost.  On  the  request  of  a 
medical  practitioner,  any  suspected  case  can  be  admitted  to  isolation 
hospital  for  close  observation  and  to  avoid  any  delay  in  treatment. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation;  Freedom  from  Diphtheria  can  only  be  maintained 
by  a constant  co-operative  effort  of  parents,  family  doctors,  and  public 
health  authorities.  Every  parent  should  ensure  that  every  baby  is 
immunised  at  or  before  the  age  of  1 year,  re-inf orced  before  entering 
school  at  the  age  of  5 years,  and  re-inf orced  again  at  the  age  of  8 to 
10  years.  Natural  immunity  is  almost  absent  in  a healthy  community 
which  has  been  relatively  free  from  Diphtheria,  and  to  avoid  or  defer 
artificial  immunisation  by  injection  is  taking  an  unnecessary  risk  with 
the  life  of  a child.  Arrangements  can  be  mado  for  primary  or  re- 
inforcing injections  to  be  given  by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  nearest 
Clinic,  Applications  should  bo  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
The  Public  Health  Department,  "Hollycrof t” , Chipstead  Road,  Banstoad. 

During  1947,  the  number  of  children  immunised  was  284,  Of  these, 
262  were  under  five  years  of  ago  and  22  were  over  five  years  of  age. 

169  children  were  immunised  at  the  ago  of  ono  year,  which  represents 
37^  of  the  children  born  in  1946,  203  children  received  rc-inforcing 

injections.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  estimated  number  of  children 
In  the  district  immunised  against  Diphtheria  was  4415,  representing 
73^  of  the  child  population.  Of  these,  868  were  children  under 

five  years  of  ago,  a percentage  of  37,  and  3547  were  between  five  and 
fifteen  years  of  ago,  a percentage  of  96  of  t|ie  children  of  this  age 
group. 


Measles;  The  higher  incidence  of  measles  at  the  end  of  1946  was 
continued  into  1947,  but  declined  during  the  Spring  and  SuiTimer, 

Two  hundred  and  seven  cases  were  notified,  a reduction  of  twenty  cases. 
Fifty- t|iree  cases  were  from  institutions.  The  case  rate  was  6.67  per 
1000  of  population,  compared  with  9,41  per  1000  of  population  for 
England  and  Wales,

Measles  is  a serious  infection  and  lowers  the  resistance  oj. 
body.  The  highest  prevalence  tends  to  occur  during  the  early  cion 
of  the  year  when  respiratory  infections  are  common.  Bronchitis  ^ 
Pneumonia  are  serious  complications  and  can  only  be  avoided  by  care 
nursing  during  the  febrile  phase  and  by  careful  convalescence. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Sulphonamides  and  Penicillin 
control  over  these  complications  has  been  more  effective,  but  the 
clanger  of  mortality  still  exists.  Every  effort  must  be  made  ^ 

(prevent  complications.  Health  Visitors  are  informed 
cases  under  5 years  of  age  so  that  they  may  give  advice  and  help 
necessary.
